Searchers Locate 23 Children 


Every child, no matter 
how severe his handicap, is 
entitled to a free education. 
Officials 
believe 
that 
thousands of handicapped 
children have been kept out 
of school because their 
parents are not aware of this 
fact, so the federal govern­ 
ment 
has 
funded 
the 
program Child Find to 
publicize the educational 
benefits available. 
Gwen Houk and Althea 
Lee have been searching the 
Plano Independent School 
District this summer to find 
children between the ages of 
three and 21 who need ad­ 
ditional services. 
R eferrals are received 


from 
parents, 
friends, 
relatives, professionals and 
neighbors—all 
in 
strict 
confidence. Houk and Lee 
then begin the process of 
providing the right service to 
meet the child’s needs. 
After making contact with 
the child's parents to explain 
the program, the surveyors 
attempt to get permission 
for free diagnostic testing. 
Thus far, no parent has 
refused to allow his child to 
be tested. 
Twenty-three 
children 
have 
already 
been 
discovered 
and 
tested, 
although not all have been 
placed. Many of the children 
require extensive testing 


and consultation before the 
right place is found for them, 
but one five-year-old was 
placed in summer school 
within 
a 
week 
of 
her 
referral. 
“By law,” said Houk, “we 
are required to make a 
contact within 48 hours of a 
referral. This insures that 
there is no delay in finding a 
child. 
Although 
our 
assignment is for the three to 
21-year-olds only, if we find a 
younger child, a note is 
made for the record so he 
will be contacted when he is 
old enough.” 
“I have a retarded 20- 
year-old 
m yself,” 
com­ 
mented Houk, "and many 


mothers seem to open up 
more when they learn that 
I’ve had personal experience 
with a similar problem.” 
Lee said they have found 
children whose problems 
range from 
hearing and 
speech defects to severe 
multi-handicaps. She adds 
that these problems are no 
different than a limp or an 
allergy, stressing that each 
child has the right of being 
educated to his limit.

Congress 
came to the rescue with a 
loan of $1 26 billion dollars 
The law providing for this 
loan, the New York City 
Seasonal Financing Act. 
allows Secretary Simon, as 
administrator of this loan 
program, to lend New York 
City as much as $2 3 billion 
dollars each year until June 
30. 1976 I voted against this 
law at the outset 
There a re two 
m ajor 
conditions to this loan which 
New York City is expected to 
meet first, it must provide 
Secretary Simon with a 
financial plan showing that 
there is a 
“ reasonable 
prospect for repayment ”, 
and second, it must be able 
to repay each loan within the 
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fiscal year in which it 
made 
Although New York Q ty 
has cut its labor force by 
50.000 workers within the 
past six months and has 
contracted with some 160.000 
other workers to tie any 
future wage gains to cuts in 
fringe benefits and increases 
in productivity, these are 
only minor reforms Sidney 
Schwartz, chief auditor for 
New York City, claims that 
of the $350 million planned in 
savings for FY 1977. $240 
million is not expected to 
materialize 
Let us look at some of the 
excessive 
expenditures 
which have led New York 
City to the brink of disaster 
There are 338,000 people on 
New 
York City’s payroll 
This means that five out of 
every IOO citizens works for 
the city. as opposed to one 
out of every IOO in most other 
cities, and the average city 
worker in New York City 
earns, with fnnge benefits.

John Ehrlichman was back in town the other day. 
You rem em ber Ehrlichman. He was one of Mr Nixon's 
honchos w ho got his hand caught in the W atergate. Now he s 
making the round, peddling his new novel. “The Company,” 
w hile waiting for his appeal to climb the judicial ladders 
Ehrlichman had some sagacious observations to make 
about this Babylon-on-the-Potomac They bear repeating; 
broadcasting, even 
He sees Washington as “a rather unreal, disconnected 
place 
He suggests one “view the District of Columbia as 
sort of a peculiar place different from the rest of the coun­ 
try -lik e Disneyland is in its way.' Then, he said. one could 
better understand Washington life 
I think it s unfortunate." said Ehrlichman. "that the 
people in the business of federal government here do not deal 
with life as it goes on in most American cities “The ones 
w ho are making decisions eat in private dining rooms, buy at 
subsidized prices, they ride around in their limousines and 
they don t cope w ith traffic jams the way regular folks do. .. 
they don I stand in airline lines and they don't carry their 
own baggage on trains They're seriously disadvantaged 
when it comes to having a feel for the kinds of things that 
most people out in the country are putting up w ith.” 
Ehrlichman 
believes 
that 
Washington 
has 
a 
very- 
seductive influence- on those who are in the seats of power 
He should know He now feels top-level federal executives 
bureaucrats should stand in line, fill out their own forms, 
take the bus. pay for their own suanas and carry their own 
baggage In fact, he recommends they go out into the nation 
for at least a year "and see how the pipeline works at the 
other end 
In Red China, for example, bureaucrats and 
petticlerks must spend one year in every five with the 
peasants Darned clever those Chinese 
How do w e go about getting W ashington back in touch with 
the people1 Ehrlichman isn t sure. He recalled that FDR 
once tried to have the federal apparatus relocated in 
Colorado Springs. 
It will never happen Too much of the taxpayers' capital 
has been sunk into this capitol .And its outhouses, and lands 
and special interests And. that capital is dragging us down

Trends Foreseen 


For Management 


By LeROY POPE 
NEW YORK (UPI) — You 
get a nice fat merit raise, but 
the boss tells you: “The 
raise is only guaranteed for 
this year, you have to earn it 
again next year.’’ 
That’s one of the new 
trends in middle and lower 
executive compensation in 
the United States, according 
to Ernest C. Miller, editor of 
the American Management 
Association’s 
quarterly 
“Compensation 
Review.” 
Its purpose: To deal with 
the problem 
of salary 
compression — the squeeze 
put on lower and middle 
executive personnel by in­ 
flation, the skyrocketing sa­ 
laries and bonuses of top 
management and the high 
cost of new union labor 
contracts. 
There are other new 
trends for dealing with 
salary compression. 
For 
example, 
Robert 
Staub, president of Staub 
Warmbold & Associates 
International, Inc., a large 
recruiting firm, says this 
problem has led to an in­ 
creasing realization of “the 
importance of the quality of 
people and their effect on 
company performance.” 
This, in turn, has brought 
marked upgrading of the 
importance of personnel 
executives 
or 
“human 
resource” managers as they 
are now beginning to be 
called. The goal: find people 
who can produce more in 
order to break out of the 
salary compression bind. 
From the point of view of 
top management, AMA’s 
Miller says the aim should 
be to solve the problem of 
salary compression without 
inflating 
basic 
salary 
schedules; tie all extra 
compensation to produc­ 
tivity increases that must be 
reearned continuously or 
forfeited. 
There have been a lot of 
approaches to the problem, 


Miller says — performance 
unit plans, book value plans 
and 
stock 
appreciation 
rights, for example, all in­ 
centives 
to 
increase 
productivity. 
Nevertheless, says Miller, 
salary compression is an 
increasingly acute problem 
in many businesses. Miller 
surveyed 134 companies that 
acknowledged they were 
suffering from the salary 
compression 
phenomenon. 
Many of these said they 
found 
much 
discontent 
among their middle and 
lower management people 
and much pressure from 
them to get themselves 
reclassified upwards or to 
get substantial permanent 
merit increases. 
For instance, Miller said. 
a large supplier in the 
automotive industry with $3 
billion in yearly sales called 
salary 
compression 
a 
serious worry this year, 
particularly 
among ac­ 
counting and technical peo­ 
ple. 
The general feeling of a 
majority of the companies 
was 
that, 
while 
the 
grievances of the middle and 
lower management people 
are genuine, giving in on a 
blanket 
basis 
to 
their 
demands likely would lead to 
a top heavy salary structure 
that ultimately could cause 
the severest problems for 
the company. 
Therefore, the rash of 
bonuses and other single­ 
year 
merit 
increase 
proposals all tied in some 
way to increased produc­ 
tivity or to demonstrable 
improved performance. 
Other companies told 
Miller they were attempting 
to solve salary compression 
by refusing to tie merit in­ 
creases to the national 
monetary inflation rate but 
instead were linking them to 
market salary rates for their 
particular industry or geo­ 
graphic area.

Polly’s Pointers 


Store frozen food 
in milk container 


Inflation Fighter 


DEAR POLLY — To save on buying containers for 
freezing foods, I wash and keep all empty waxed milk 
containers After preparing food, I let it cool and then 
put in a carton and close tightly with masking tape. With 
a magic marker I write the name of the food and the 
date on the carton before putting it in the freezer. Once 
food is frozen, the containers can be stacked sideways 
or upright. 
Also gallon plastic milk containers can be filled with 
water and frozen. This gives you plenty of ice for 
blanching foods for freezing or for extra ice to go in an 
ice chest. Slit the sides with a knife to get the block of 
ice out. Also, these plastic cartons can be cut in half and 
used for feeding or watering animals. —LOUISE. 


DEAR POLLY — I wonder why grocery stores do not put a 
container near the entrance where coupons not wanted by 
some customers could be put. They could be used by others 
who use that particular brand. Some people just cannot afford 
to buy the newspapers to get the coupons. —W.W. 
DEAR POLLY — My friends and I all clip “cents off” 
coupons from papers and magazines. We use the ones we want 
and then put the rest in a cigar box for the others to go through 
and take what they want. One may use instant coffee and 
another only fresh and so on. This way no coupons are wasted.

DEAR POLLY — By my kitchen sink I keep a glass bottle 
with a shaker top, such as garlic salt or coarse ground pepper 
comes in, full of washing detergent. Whenever I have just a 
couple of glasses or a plate or two to wash, I shake a bit of this 
soap on them and wash, rather than filling the whole sink with 
water and soap. —MARCIA. 
DEAR POLLY — Often I buy a bunch of celery that is too 
long to fit in my vegetable keeper. I cut off the ends and freeze 
in small containers to use later in soup or stuffing. I always 
dry the leaves and crumble them to use in many things.

DEAR POLLY — My trick is for emergencies. When you 
make up and your hair looks as if it should have been sham­ 
pooed the night before, try using powder on it. Lightly powder 
the hair and then brush it THOROUGHLY to remove all the 
powder (and the oil with it). Your hair will look good enough 
to make it through the day but be sure to wash it that night. 
This is somewhat the same as using dry shampoo but much 
less expensive. — DONNA. 
DEAR POLLY — Whenever I buy an inferior food product, I 
write directly to the company whose address is on the label. I 
have always received prompt and courteous replies and usual­ 
ly coupons I can use to buy other products. Many times the 
coupons give me the products free of charge. —IRENE.

Now, howevei 
his worth is decreasing in the public sector. College kids don 
send him money so readily as before; the press is not s 
easily manipulated to praise his view; and, m ost important!) 
there are even one or two consum ers who are beginning t 
wonder about the wisdom of a man who, in the name c 
progress, would give the government of Wayne Hays, Williar 
Simon and Hubert Humphrey greater control over private ir 
dustry.

Every Nader foe east of Detroit hat 
said the sam e thing, but Big N is making certain De Toledam 
doesnt say it again, at least for awhile.
